"A very wide open townges™ 
It was found to be running true to form, Cabdrivers when questioned, stated 
that - 
"It's always been that way..." 
They further advised: 
"Everybody knows what's going Onos, Houses! Pees 
They are right in the same block with the 
hotelsaee 
"The bars are just a front for thouses! 


(brothels)eee There are about 57 bars and 
you can make out in about 1l of them..." 


Inquiries made in hotels’caused many individuals to says 
"There are plenty of thousest open for that 
stuff... Nothing in the hotelses. Guys 
when they make pickups in bars take ‘em to 
motels in Ironwood, Michigan, a town just 
over the state linecse. 


"Some bars have strippers and !B girls!, too... 
Try the Band Boxee"! 


Kalasardo's Band Box, 22 Silver was visited, Strippers” who executed 
rather lewd and indecent mcvements were observed to double as "B girls" immed- 
iately after they finished their so-called acts,

When Mona was taken for lunch she had much to say about the racket in 





Hurley. In substance she stated:: 


"Itm from Chicago, Itve been here since Aprilses 
As I told you, I don't charge like the other 
teirlst, they ask from $20 to $50cee 


"I feel if a guy is going to spend that, he could 
go across the streetoes 


"After the show tonight, you could take a room at 
the St. James Hotel (215 Suffolk, Ironwood, Michigan), 
then tell me the room number tonight... 
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iThere's five ‘strippers! hero... One as 

you saw is colored,,. All of us live here 
over the clubsse The colored ‘girl! lives 
hom@ees. None of us can have visitors. here... 
That's why we go to Ironwood to !dato!,,.4,' 


Mona then stated that all "strippers! receive a salary and a percentage on ' 
all drinks which they are instrumental in getting "suckers" to buy them. She 
added : 


Those drinks we sell you know, it isntt liquoress 
We aren't supposed to drink any whiskoysee 


"I'll look for you tonights; I'm very passionate, 
I'll show you a good time,«. Let me surprise 
you on how Itll love youre. 


"A lot of the bars across the street are real 
thouses'... Most of them are owned by the 
people that own the Carnival Club (14 Silver 
Street)... Of course, there's a big payoff 
otherwise none of these joints couldn't run,,," 


The Carnival Club had been no sooner entered when Claire, a "B girl stripper! 








about 35 years of age, one of nine! strippers" present, followed the same line as 
Monae She asked for a drink for which $1.50 was paid, The bartender promptly 
gave her a receipt from the cash register which she placed in her purse. She 
saids 


"That!s my commission... Honey, I'm available... 
Itm from New York... But wo can't go to Santinits 
Hotel, he doesn't allow tgirls! thereee, Either a 
motel in Ironwood, Michigan or the St. James Hotel 
(215 Suffolk) same city... 1 never discuss price, 
I feel a fellow will treat me right... 


"I don't ___ for nothings at least $20... That 
would be a real good time, everythingees 


"Buy me cigarettes... 


"Well, tgirlst have to be careful, never know when 
you may be talking to a copas. Are you ono?,.6e 

I can see you at the St. James Hotel tonight or 
tomorroWee.s You will have to get the room, then 
let me know the number..."

six "stripper B girls" were on duty, 

Marty, a 25 year old, lost no time in latching on to the investigator, 
She introduced herself as Marty, claimed to be from New Orleans, and immediately 
ordered the usual "downs! (watered drink), She added: 


"I wouldn't be able to perform long if it 
was realee, We get a cut for each drínitose 


"T never acted as a "stripper! before, I did a 
specialtyeos 


"Hore, I was told 'strip or else!, so here I ame... 


"I don't fdate! yet, but I believe some of the 
other girls do... 


"Come back, maybe you and I can work something 
OUbaas” 


The first brothel visited was found to be disguised as the Hi Hat Bar, 
23 Silver, Pat, the barmaid asked: 





‘Where are you from?.,. Well, have to be care- 
ful that you're not a state cop... Honey, I'm 
available, there's a room in the backse. 


“This whole street is mainly cat houseSeee

Joan, a filthy-mouthed madam, directed her remarks to four men at the bar, 

She employed vulgar and obscene terms in soliciting their patronage, Her 
entire conversation dealt with sexual perversion and she added: 


"I!11 take all of you on because my '!girlf is 
not here noWsee"! 


Aggie Perlberg, the madam at Aggie!s Bar, 13 Silver was recently arrested 
and fined $100 and$4050 in costs in the County Court, lisa, one of her two in- 





mates, a 20 year old "girl", said: 


"Sure wetre back in business, going sUrongeee 
How about a party upstairs?ee,. Anything you 
want for $10... So you'll come back?eee Well 
let's have a drink anyhoweeo" 


When Aggie was questioned she stateds 


"Yos, I did have some trouble last week, but 
it is O.Ke nOWeee It was just spite... One 
of my competitors turned m in because I do 
more business than they do and have younger 
Óigirlst,.. A lot of seamen and miners are 
regulars hero... I'11 break a rule and take

b. How the American Social Hygiene Associstion* Cooperates with the Armed Forces: 


(a) Periodic Studies, The. American Social Hygiene Association* makes 
periodic studies in metropolitan areas and in communities near large military 
installations on commercialized prostitution and related conditions affecting 
members of the Armed Forces. Copies of these studies are furnished installation 
commanders in the immediate vicinity of the area in which the study was conducted, 
and to commanders of ConAC and Headquarters Command, USAF, as appropriate, by 
the Executive Director of the Association, 


(b) Requests for Specific Studies. The Association will also make special 
studies of specific commmities when deemed appropriate by installation 
commanders, Requests will be routed through the appropriate commander, ConAC . 
Numbered Air Force, to the Cammander, ConAC, who will forward them to the 
Executive Secretary of the Association. Because of the limited number of 
investigators available to the Association, requests will be held to a minimum, 


(c) Private Information, As studies of prostitution and related conditions 
are the private information of the Association, any copies furnished to the 
Commander, Continental Air Command, or to other commanders, are for limited 
official use only, Care will be taken to insure that this material does not fall 
into the hands of unauthorized persons, and that no publicity is given to the 
Studies, or any part of them,

It is to be noted that contacts with informants in the past has 
revealed that during each hunting season numerous prostitutes 
together with their procurers arrive in the Hurley area. 

has noted that several of these prostitutes stay in Ironwood, 
Michigan, with their "boy friends" and noted that they are transported 
each evening from Ironwood, 'ichigan, to Hurley, Wisconsin, in order 
to work in the various bars and brothels. In connection with 
Milwaukee file 31-1849, it is to be noted that a surveillance of 
the Subjects resulted in observing than transport a Victim from 
Ironwood, Michigan, to Hurley, Wisconsin, which time the Victim 
was placed in a known house of ill fame. has previously 
advised that agents who are not acquainted in the Hurley area could 
surveil these individuals and undoubtedly observe them crosing the 
state line. Informant has indicated a willingness to determine the 
identity of the Victims, their procurers, automobiles in which they 
travel and motels or hotels in which they will reside in Ironwood, 
Michigan, during the hunting season. The Cigarette, Beverage and 
Tax Division of the State of .isconsin is well avare of the influx 
of prostitutes and gamblers in the Hurley area during tho hunting 
season and cach year conduct an investigation in that area during 
this period. 


The above information is being set forth in the event it is deemed 
desirable to have three or four agents who are not known in the 
Hurley area conduct an investigation relative to possible ‘STA 
violations during the hunting season in Hurley, which season begins 
November 20, 1954.

A review of the information submitted ia the 
Milwaukee General Investigative Intelligence Report dated 
October 8, 1954, indicates considerable prostitution activi- 
ties at Hurley, Wisconsin. On page 23 and 2l there is a list 
of 16 places having from one to six girls operating as prosti- 
tutes. Most of the information received regardi ey; 
Wisconsin, appears to have been obtained from and 
District Attorney George Sullivan, Iron County, Wisconsin. 
Other information contained in the file appears to indicate 
that the Wisconsin State Alcoholic Beverage Tax Commission 
Agents would be cooperative in causing arrests and furnishing 
information,

The Detroit General Investigative Intelligence File 
submitted on August 13, 1954, indicates that Chief of Police, 
John De Sullivan, Ironwood, Michigan, is familiar with the 
activities that occur at Hurley, Wisconsin, and may be able 
to furnish information regarding the individuals operating 
over there. In view of the close proximity of Ironwood, 
Michigan, and Hurley, Wisconsin, there is a possibility that 
the prostitutes operating at Hurley, Wisconsin, reside in 
Ironwood, Michigan, and are transported across the state line 
into Wisconsin. The local hotels at Ironwood may have regise 
trations of the various girls and their pimps. 


It is suggested that the Milwaukee and Detroit 
Divisions cause an immediate survey to be made of the area 
in an effort to develop violatiors of the White Slave Traffic 
Acta The sources indicated above may be utilized; however, 
it is suggested that confidential informants be developed who 
can furnish information which would be of assistance in 
producing White Slave Traffic Act cases» 


This matter should receive preferred attention in 
the Milwaukee and Detroit Divisions and preliminary information 
submitted within 30 days after receipt of this communication, -

During the recent survey of WSTA conditions in Hurley, Wisconsin, 
it became necessary for agents to spend money for the sole purpose 
of gathering information and possible evidence. Since these 
expenditures exceed the usual per diem and in no way contributed 
toward subsistence of the agents, it is respectfully surgested 
that consideration be given to at least partial reimbnrsement for 
this cash outlay. 


The following reasons for the aforementioned expenditures are set 
forth for your information and as a basis for reimbursement. 


1) Bureau letter dated November 9, 1954 requested that 
the survey be instituted, 


2) Plans were made with your approval for covering the 
entrance into Hurley of pimps and prostitutes by 
train, plane, and bus; also for covering possible 
daily trips of pimps and prostitutes who might commute 
between Hurley and Ironwood, Michigan and for checking 
phone calls, contacting CI's, etc. It was also planned 
that agents would observe activities and practices 
current in Hurley in order to develop informtion needed 
in "STA cases and to obtain actual evidence where 
possible. 


3) The actual surveillance of notorious places of amusement 
could only be accomplished by "undercover" methods; and 
agents visited and observed activities in the four so 
called night clubs for four successive nights, November 17, 
through November 20, 1954. That this cperation was 
tactically successful is evidenced by the fact that 

none of the agents was "made" as an officer, and one, in 
fact, was propositioned as a "trick" by an entertainer. 
Evidence of debauchery was obtained by observation by 

all agents involved. This, at the time, appeared to be 
the logical investigative procedure, since USA RAPP

Supreme Court 
To Hear Carli 
Case Wednesday 


The Wisconsin supreme court has 
agreed to order a hearing on the 
revocation action of the Hurley city 
council, when a permit issued to 
Mrs. Verna Carli for the Bowery 
tavern was revoked on Dec. 31. It 
has been reported that the court 
has set the hearing for Wednes- 
day, Jan. 26. 

Robert Beaudry, Milwaukee at- 
torney, retained by the Carlis, ap- 
peared before the supreme court 
and asked for a stay of execution 
of a circuit court order upholding 
the city council’s action. The court 
asked for the records and after re- 
viewing them ordered the hearing. 
The circuit court action was “heard 
by Judge Lewis A. Charles on a 
writ of certiorari. 

The action before the suprem 
court asks that the circuit court’

stayed, pending further effort.t 
peal loss of the license. 
City to Be Represented 

At a special meeting on Friday 
evening, the council authorized City 
Attorney Alex Raineri and Mayor 
Peter J. DeRubeis to represent the 
city and take whatever action is 
necessary in the case. 

The council also voted to reim- 
burse Mayor DeRubeis and Rai- 
neri for their expenses at Madison 
and to pay Raineri the “usual fee 
for that type of work.”

Referenee is made to Milwaukee letter dated 

December 7, 1954, captioned "WSTA Survey, Hurley, 
Wisconsin", reflecting the results of a survey conducted 
by p ve personnel in the Hurley, Wisconsin, area in 
1954, 


As a result of the survey made in 1954, which survey 
was conducted during the Michigan and Wisconsin deer 
hunting seasons, fourteen new WSTA cases were opened. 
On the basis of this experience, it is anticipated that 
pimps and prostitutes from outside of the State of 
Wisconsin will gravitate to Hurley, Wisconsin, in 1955 
for the Michigan and Wisconsin deer hunting seasons, 
beginning November 15, 1955, through November 27, 1955. 
Unless advised to the contrary by the Bureau, the 
Milwaukee Office will conduct a survey this year be- 
ginning on or about November 12, 1955, and continuing 
through the hunting seasons unless circumstances 
dictate an earlier termination. 


Hurley, Wisconsin, at the present time, has seven 
operating houses of prostitution and there are four 
other establishments which have operated as houses of 
prostitution in the past but are currently doing busi- 
ness as taverns. It is very probable that these 
establishments will acquire girls during the deer 
hunting season this year. During the current calendar 
year, there have been five WSTA convictions stemming from 
the Hurley, Wisconsin, area, and there are several 
additional cases pending action at the present time by 
the Federal Grand Jury.

This office has two qualified CIs and one PCI at Hurley, 
Wisconsin, who are capable of furnishing information concerning 
the arrivals of prostitutes and pimps, together with information 
concerning their transportations and backgrounds. It 18 
anticipated, based on past experience, that these informants 

will furnish basic information for the opening of cases and 

that Special Agent personnel can then interview victims, 

conduct spot checks and surveillances, and check out other 

leads pertinent to the investigation. The Wisconsin State 
Aleohol and Cigarette Tax Unit has devoted considerable investiga- 
tive attention to Hurley during the current year, and liaison 
will be maintained with them so that any information of value 
obtained by them may be utilized in connection with Bureau cases. 
Unless advised to the contrary by the Bureau, it is contemplated 
that this survey will be conducted by four agents from the 
Milwaukee Office, three from headquarters city, in addition to 
the Resident Agent assigned to the Hurley area. It is felt 

that this will be sufficient manpower and no request is 

being made of the Detroit Division for assistance. 


Offices receiving copies of this letter are requested to 

contact logical informants to ascertain in advance, if 

possible, whether the transportation of prostitutes is anticipated 
from their territories to Hurley, Wisconsin, so that appropriate 
surveillances may be conducted if feasible. Based on past 
experience, particular attention is directed to the possibility 
that prostitutes may travel to Hurley from Gary, Indiana, 
Chicago, Illinois, Danville, Illinois, Minneapolis, Minnesota, 
and possibly other cities where there are currently houses of 
prostitution in operation. Experience in the 1954 WSTA Survey 
at Hurley reflected that several of the prostitutes arrived 

at Hurley a few days prior to the commencing of the hunting 
season, and all offices receiving copies of this letter are 
requested to contact informants immediately.

Complete reports of these raids were made and a number of 
pimps and prostitutes were fingerprinted and photographed 
and Bureau identification records reportedly were obtained 
and are in the files of this agency at Madison. These agents 
particularly recalled the names of two prostitutes, TOMMY MARIE 
LA RUE, white, female, age 21 to 22, and KATHY MORRIS, white, 
female, age 21 to 22, both of whom apparently flew inte Wis. 
from N.Y., as indicated by flight tickets found in their 
possession. Details are in a report submitted by these 
agents and now on file in Madison. These two prostitutes 

and others were photographed and fingerprinted and these 
agents believe they may have been involved in prostitution 
elsewhere. 


TOMMY MARIE LA RUE reportedly claims she worked at one time 
in the La Salle Hotel, Milwaukee, as a prostitute and that 
JOE and IRV, bartenders at the La Salle Hotel, were pimps 

for many of the show girls and other prostitutes who worked 
in Milwaukee and lived at the La Salle Hotel. FRANK PETER 
BALISTRIERI, one of the top hoodlums in Milwaukee, reportedly 
owned this hotel up until several years ago and it is well 
known as a place of prostitution. 


It appears from the above information that Mr. GORDON CORRY, 
Wis. Dept. of Taxation, Madison, may well be able to furnish 
this office a great deal of information re prostitution and 
Crime conditions in Vis. which will be of great interest to 
the semi-annual report we have to submit on crime conditions 
in Wis. and which will help us to obtain some successful 

WSTA prosecution. The above mentioned agents believe that 

we can make WSTA cases if we get around the statement by 
prostitutes and police officers to tho effect that most of 

the girls in Hurley, for example, actually come from Milwaukee 
or somewhere in the state. They advise that many of these 
giris in an apparent effort to establish themselves as local 
reside do come into the state and go to Milwaukee, for 
example, where they stay for 2 or 3 days after which they get 
into prostátution here or elsewhere and claim not to have 
traveled interstate if they are interrogated by our agents. 

It should be an easy matter to prove that they actually reside 
in other states and possibly have been active in prostitution 
in other states.

Particular emphasis should be placed on activities of TOMMY 
MARIE LA RUE and KATHY MORRIS, referred to above, since the 
state investigators recall that they came directly from New 
York City to Milwaukee for the purpose of prostitution. 

Keep in mind that WSTA @r ITAR violations might be made 

against these two girls and others in connection with their 

own interstate travel without pimps for purpose of prostitution. 


Above leads should be expedited since the Bureau insists tiat 
we give this matter preferred attention with a view to 
obtaining early prosecutions.

This is to record telephone call I received from 
Ass't, State Attorne ; He related that he was 
in a conference wit of the Attorney General's 
investigative staff concerning e Hurley situation, and he 
desired to take some action now to put the operators of the night 
clubs out of business before the end of the hunting season, 







He wanted to know specifically what we are doing. I tolc 
nim that we had done some preliminary groundwork investigation earlier 
in an effort to get necessary evidence showing federal violations, 

I specifically pointed to the ITAR-Prostitution aspect. He wanted 
to know if we would cooperate in any mass action his office may 
plan, 


In discussing specifically just what he had in mind, 
he indicated that he would like for us to supply manpower to his 
limited staff in order that arrests could be made and the individuals 
there brought before a judge whom he considers to be reliable and 
cooperative, I pointed at that we could not make manpower available 
in this capacity for a number of reasons. He pointed out that they 
could not.rely upon the local police for any assistance, and this 
is why he feels that it would be desirable to utilize our manpower. 

I emphasized that we could not provide any such assistance in arrests, 


After considerable discussion, it was agreed that in 
the event his office decides to make wholesale arrests on local 
prostitution charges, we would be quite interested in interviewing 
the prostitutes in an effort to make federal violations, It was 
also agreed that we would maintain liaison contact with his personnel 
at Hurley. He stated he would finalize their plans of action and 
advise me later today where his personnel will be located in the 
area, in order that our Agents can keep in touch, 


I discussed this matter with Sas ^ and MeCarrier 
and alerted SA to the information relative to possible mass 
arrests being made by the State Attorney General staff.
